During  the  fall  sports  season  cross  country  lead  all 
teams  posting  a 9-4  won-lost  record  followed  by  foot- 
ball 5-4,  and  soccer  6-4-2.  Bright  individual  perform- 
ances were  turned  in  by  senior  Ed  DiYanni  who  was 
honored  by  his  selection  to  numerous  all-star  teams 
and  junior  Ed  Salo  who  recived  Academic  All-Ameri- 
can honors  for  the  second  consecutive  year. 

The  excitement  of  previous  winters  was  dampened  by 
the  fact  that  the  basketball  team,  which  previously  rec- 
orded 3 consecutive  MAC  Southern  Division  Champi- 
onships, failed  to  make  the  conference  playoffs  posting 
a 10-12  mark.  The  bright  spot  in  their  season  was  deliv- 
ered by  senior  Frank  Scagliotta  who  surpassed  the  1,000 
point  mark  making  him  the  9th  leading  scorer  in  Muhl- 
enberg history.  Although  fencing  finished  with  only  a 
4-4  seasonal  record  they  managed  a 4th  place  finish  in 
the  MAC  championships  and  found  an  All-American  in 
epee  when  Ed  Battle  returned  from  Chicago,  site  of  the 
NCAA  championships.  Muhlenberg  wrestlers  posted  a 
2-6-1  overall  record. 

Spring  saw  Muhlenberg's  defending  MAC  Southern 
Division  baseball  champions  drop  to  a 7-6  conference 
record  and  finish  8-7  on  the  year.  Similarly,  lacrosse 
which  boasted  its  first  winning  season  in  its  history  at 
Muhlenberg  during  1970-71  dropped  to  a 1-7  seasonal 
record.  Track  finished  5-3,  golf  3-7,  while  tennis  pro- 
vided the  winning  posting  a 5-1-1  conference  record. 

In  the  women's  program  the  tennis  team  finished  as 
the  only  unbeaten  team  at  the  college  posting  a 4-0 
mark.  Women's  basketball  finished  5-4,  while  perenial 
winner  field  hockey  managed  only  1 win  against  5 loss- 
es and  a tie. 


Outstanding  individual  contributions  to  the  athletic 
program  of  the  college  were  acknowledged  at  the  All- 
Sports  Banquet  where  Frank  Scagliotta  was  chosen  the 
outstanding  senior  male  athlete  and  Beth  Spanninger 
the  outstanding  female  athlete.  Jay  Haines  picked  up 
similar  honors  as  the  outstanding  junior  and  Ed  Di- 
Yanni was  the  recipient  of  the  Eastern  Collegiate  Ath- 
letic Conference  merit  medal .

The  1971-72  Muhlenberg  football  season  was  often  re- 
ferred to  as  the  season  of  the  big  play.  Both  the  big  play 
and  the  excitement  were  there  this  year,  for  the  fans  as 
well  as  the  players.  Six  out  of  the  nine  scheduled  games 
were  decided  in  the  last  minute  and  a half  of  play.  It  was 
that  kind  of  season.  The  excitement  of  a game  such  as  the 
opener  against  Johns  Hopkins,  won  on  a touchdown  in 
the  last  crucial  seconds,  was  contrasted  with  a heartbreak- 
ing loss  to  Ursinus  on  a field  goal,  booted  with  twenty- 
two  seconds  left. 

Captained  by  halfback  Tom  Reilly  and  quarterback  Ed 
DiYanni,  the  gridders  captured  a string  of  successes  ena- 
bling the  Mules  to  post  their  first  back  to  back  winning 
seasons  in  over  twenty  years.  Highlighting  the  schedule 
was  the  Homecoming  victory  over  Dickinson.  This  event 
celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  Muhlenberg's 
Tobacco  Bowl  victory.  The  Mules  also  surprised  the  statis- 
ticians by  beating  PMC,  a team  that  by  all  rights  should 
have  easily  defeated  them. 

The  sling-shot  type  of  game,  typical  of  the  Mules,  fea- 
tured such  offensive  standouts  as  quarterback  Ed  DiYanni 


and  senior  linesmen  Carl  Evans,  George  Wheeler,  Dick 
Toth,  Bob  Major,  Tom  Dunkel  and  Bruce  Weaver  who 
was  injured  in  mid-season.  The  excellent  defensive  line, 
composed  of  Tom  Crockett,  Ken  Dick,  Marshall  Massa, 
Geoff  Hamilton,  Tom  Reilly,  Leon  Gonzalez  and  Mike 
Bodnyk,  also  shared  the  glory  noticeably  in  their  holding 
of  the  highly  rated  PMC  offense,  thus  insuring  a Berg 
victory.

Hindered  by  inexperience,  a rash  of  injuries,  and 
only  two  returning  seniors,  the  1971-1972  Berg  grap- 
plers  were  able  to  end  the  season  with  a 2-6-1  record.

The  1972  MAC  tournament  ended  with  'Berg  im- 
proving their  team  standing  over  1971,  but  finishing 
where  expected  — in  fourth  place  — preventing  the 
surprise  that  they  had  in  store  for  the  league.  Eddie 
Battle  missed  repeating  his  gold  medal  by  one  bout 
and  took  the  bronze. 

The  first  full  Muhlenberg  fencing  team  to  compete 
in  the  N.C.A.A.  National  Fencing  Championships, 
seniors  Fred  Thomas  (foil),  Tom  Hubbard  (epee),  and 
Eddie  Battle  (epee),  returned  from  Chicago  ranked 
24th  in  the  nation.  But  the  most  important  honor  was 
Eddie's  winning  a place  on  the  1972  All-American 
team  on  the  basis  of  his  6th  place  finish. 


The  1972  season  saw  the  'Berg  fencers  record  a .500 
season  which  was  stronger  than  the  record  indicates. 
After  a 19-8  pre-season  win  over  the  Alumni,  Coach 
Tony  Santore's  swordsmen  carried  off  a strong  19-8 
defeat  of  Haverford.  Three  very  close  losses  followed, 
all  of  which  were  decided  in  the  final  bouts;  Paterson 
12-15,  Johns  Hopkins  13-14,  and  Stevens  11-16.
